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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 8, 2003 
has been entered. 

2. Applicant's IDS filed on April 8, 2003 have been fully and carefully considered. 
Claims 5 and 6 are pending and remain free of the prior art. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention relates to a brittle frozen confectionery product comprising from 
0.0001 to 0.5 weight% of antifreeze peptides wherein the frozen confectionery 
product has an ice crystal aspect ratio of more than 1 .9 wherein the antifreeze 
peptide is AFP Type III HPLC 12. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a brittle 
frozen confectionery, which includes AFP's and wherein the ice crystal aspect 
ratio is more than 1.9.
